The tíryn Mawr Alliance for h'olitical Affairs was foundod during 
World War II to stiawlate and ororlde expression for an interost in 00 
oolitical aff*>ira anong Bryn .'W’.n' students. 

Today, Alllance incor’-or a tes all of the -'olitical organizations 
on canoue.i.e. Young Denocr*ts, Young Re ublicnns, Yound Conserratiy-s, 
Civil Rlghts, and Debate Clubs. The i’rnsidents of these organizations 
scrve on the Alli .nce board along y'ith elected officors - a nresident, 
secretary, and tre surer - of Alliance. Al’iince does not function as 
an "action" organiaatìan. It does not ally itself with oartisan 
oolltice. Ita lndiridual nenber organizati ns can if they so choose, 
but Alli'nce "en totale" sorves on3.y to oresent vrorrins of oolitical 
intoreet to the Bryn Mav:r student body. 

The etudent bodies of H'Terford, Sw*rthnore, ?.nd 3ryn Mawr 
Collegee would attend a Drogran by Mr. îloffa. I cr.n -’.ssure you thüt 
the represent-tlon of these student bodies would be 1 r^e- over J00. 
The orograe, howcyer, would be unc er the sole aus/ices of the Hryn 
t Alli nce. 

If Kr. Hoffa ie '•oncidering such .1 nrocran, would the fourtoenth 
of Decenbcr be a d'te oonninient .for hinî If this di te ccnflicts 
with his schedule, I woul'd fce Tûre than har-'y to r.rran^e his cordng 
for nother day.
